133 Hours to Chicago 


Whatever his mode of travel in 
reaching the West he was naturally 
amazed at the comfort and speed the 
first transcontinenta} railroad afforded 
in 1869 on the 183-hour journey be- 
tween San Francisco, and Chicago, the 
trip that. now takes the streamlined 
“City of San Francisco” less than 40 
hours. 

The traveler today, lounging in his 
deeply upholstered sponge rubber seat 
in a-fresh and dustless air-conditioned 
ear, might read with envy such glowing 
tributes of train delights as are reflected 
in the following paragraphs taken from 
an article entitled: “A Ride .on -the 
‘Hotel Train’ of the Pacific: Railroad,” 

; and written by Theodor Kirchhoff for 
a German publication in March 1871

“These Pullman ears are heated in 
winter by pipes running under the 
seats, keeping the temperature evenly 
warm at all times. The pipes are filled 
with salt water and are connected 
with a coal-burning stove at onc end of 
the car, which heats the salt water 
evenly—an extremely practical ar- 
rangement. In winter when the tem- 
perature is freezing in high mountains, 
these cars are as pleasantly warm as a 
princely boudoir. 

Cars Were Intriguing 

“Looking at these cars makes one 
‘admire the practical sense of the Amer- 
ean. Each place, each corner is util- 
ized. .The wall-mirrors, for example, 
ean be pushed up;.and behind them 
there are night lamps in the sleeping 
cars, wine glasses in the dining cars. 
In these ‘cars, which are very beauti- 
fully panelled with solid walnut, -one 
may actually go exploring. Between 
each pair-of velvet upholstered double 
seats the waiter. will, on request, affix 
neat folding tables, on which one may 
write, read, play, eat, At each end of 
the.car are attractive dressing .rooms.

special danger.” 

He particularly liked the selection of 
food in the diner and was pleased at its 
being cooked and served ‘by a German 
crew. “I sat down at a table with clean 
cloth and fresh flowers adorning it. 
There is a choice selection of dishes . . . 
all sorts of meat and fowl, oysters and 
pastries, California vegetables—cauli- 
flower, asparagus, new potatoes, rad- 
ishes, peas, etc., I beg to remind you, on 
the 16th of March!” 

Equally interesting is his deseription 
of the country the train passed through 
to bring him into the station at Omaha 
“punctual on the minute of the time 
set, at quarter past three, or forty min- 
utes past one, San Francisco time.”?

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LAUDED: Train Accidents Are So Rare-One 


Always Creates Top News, Say Western Editors 


1 old adage that it’s news when 

a man bites a dog, seems also to 
apply to the incident of a train accident, 
judging from press reports and editorial 
comments’ that chronicled the derail- 
ment of a section of the Cascade. at 
Yamsay, Oregon, on August 2. 

“Train accidents are such rare events 
it would probably make news if the 
engineer snagged his thumb on ® pass- 
ing blackberry bush,” jocularly \.ob- 
served the “Ventura County News” 
in an editorial eulogizing the safety of 
rail travel as compared with highway 
travel. “If only the railroads’ well- 
seasoned caution and wisdom, born of 
long experience in traffic safety, could 
be bred into automobile drivers, we 
might begin hoping for the day when 
a banged up fender will make red-hot, 
front page news,” the Ventura editor 
concluded. 

From many other western news- 
papers came the same reactions. 

“Yesterday’s derailment . .-. was 
news .. . because any kind of a pas- 
senger train accident is so rare these 
days,” commented the “San Francisco 
News.” “Our great railroads go 
through year after year of operation 
without the loss of 4 single passenger's 
life, and the passenger on a train today 
rightly feels almost secure as in his 
own home.” 

“So accustomed have we become to 
reading and hearing about automobile 
accidents that we have become inured 
tothem. ‘They are just common, every- 
day events. So rare is a train accident 
that we sit up and take notice,” said 
the Albany, Ore., “Democrat-Herald.” 

‘Typical of other editorial remarks 


was this from the Eugene, Ore., “Re- 


gister-Guard*: “ .. It is rare indeed | 


when any defect eludes these (S. P.) 


inspectors. But-beyond that is.a whole | 


scientific system of protéction. “ The 
train was made up of modern cars de- 
signed 40 stay upright and resist strain 
and shock, It had the latest airbrake 
eqiipment designed to bring any moy- 
ing load to a stop. . .If automobiles were 
subjected to the same rigid equipment 
tests as trains, and if they were driven 
by people as skilful as engineers, high- 
way wrecks might become ‘feature 
stuff? ”, 

Equally gratifying were the many 
letters from passengers on the train 
who wrote to express their thanks and 
appreciation of the efficiency and 
thoughtfulness that marked every move 
of Southern Pacifie’s officers and em- 
ployes in the emergency. They were 
especially impressed with the quick 
functioning and smooth working of the 
division organization in looking after 
the welfare of passengers and in getting

Relic Collectors Adopt Railroads for Hobby 


AN international pastime, old to 
many hundreds of fans but new to 
thousands of recent devotees, is rapidly 
gaining a strong foothold on the Pacific 
Coast. 

The great American “Tron Horse,’ 
pulsating symbol of the nation’s rail- 
roads, is the primary attraction to this 
cross-section of citizenry enrolled under 
the banner of “railroad fandom”-—a 
group whose ranks include young and. 
old, rich and poor, firm and feeble. 

These fans fail into various classifi- 
cations. Probably the biggest group is 
the locomotive picture collectors who 
uot only seek prints of the newest type 
engines, but who treasure most the rare 
pictures of old diamond stacked wood- 
burners of an earlier era and particu- 
larly their own camera shots of anti- 
quated power still chugging away in 


ventions where models are exhibited 
and problems discussed. The Pacific 
Coast Region will hold its 1937 con- 
vention in Los Angeles November 13- 
14-15, 

Still another member of railroad fan- 
dom, and this group is surprisingly 
large, is the fellow who collects noth- 
ing, owns no camera, or builds no 
models, but who loves to come down 
to the station just to look at the loco- 
motives and. watch what’s going. on. 
He is often better informed on what 
the railroads are doing to hold their 
place in the transportation firmament 
than are most railroad employes. This 
fellow is a fine champion for the rail- 
roads when he meets up with the man- 
in-the-street who’s inclined to damn 
the railroads just on general principles. 


Regardless of the “specialty” in- 
dulged in by the railroad fan, almost 
all of them dabble in the collecting of 
relies such as antiquated engine bells, 
headlights, lanterns, oil cans, builder’s 
name plates, timetables, old tickets, 
advertising posters, and even sections 
of early-day lightweight rail. Some of 
these items acquire considerable com- 
mercial value among collectors. One 
of the Pacific Coast organizations out- 
standing in this worthy purpose of col- 
lecting and preserving old equipment 
and general railroad relics is the Rail- 
way & Locomotive Historical Society. 
The California-Nevada Railroad His- 
torical Society is also active in this 
respect. 

Railroad people throughout the 
country are not only pleased and flat- 
tered that so many thousands of per- 
sons find enjoyment and fascination in 
making a hobby of railroading, but 
they are also delighted that this hobby 
is instrumental in stimulating excursion

The huge dredging job; involving the 

placing of 20,000,000 cubic yards of 
fill within the 17,600 foot seawall, re- 
quired eleven dredges, and sixteen 
months of continuous pumping: The 
work was accomplished by U.S. Army 
Engineers under a WPA grant at a cost 
of $3,800,000. 
Work on the seawall has also been 
completed with the placing of the last 
of 287,000 tons of rock. A 900-foot 
causeway, connecting with Yerba Buena 
Island, has also been filled in and a 
six-lane highway is under construction, 
This highway will link Treasure Island 
to the mainland via Yerba Buena Is- 
land and the San Francisco-Oakland 
Bay Bridge. 

Already more than $6,000,000 of the 
Exposition’s $16,000,000 physical con- 
struction program is accomplished. 
Two hangars, ranking among the 
largest ever constructed, are now in the 
finishing stages. The $800,000 airport 
terminal ‘building is up to the third 
story in concrete, and the six huge 
exhibit palaces are in various stages of 
erection. Four pavilions, the central 
tower, four ferry slips, ferry terminal, 
and other structures are under way. 

Final touches are being given to the 
framework of three of the six huge 
exhibit palaces, and work is progressing 
rapidly on the remainder. The Hall of 
the Mineral Empire was the first ex- 
hibit structure to be framed, followed 

by two palaces of the Division of Homes

T&NO: Houston-Galveston Heavy Tonnage 


Area Is Well Served by Extensive S. P. Facilities

AS in the case of previous articles de- 

‘iptive of our T&NO territory, I 
invite attention to diagram showing 
general layout of our railroad at this 
time at Houston and Galveston. “Like 
similar diagrams appearing in previous 
issues of the Bulletin, this one is not 
geographically correct, although it is 
hoped it will enable our people on 
Pacific Lines to form a very good gen- 
eral idea of how cars are handled at 
Houston. 

Our trains are broken up in Engle- 
wood Yard, from which point deliveries 
ure made to industries on our tracks or 
delivered to various connections, an 
important one of which is known as the 
Port Terminal Railroad Association. 
Municipal Docks and Port Terminal 
Railroud are owned by the Harris 
County Navigation District, the rail- 
road being operated by an organization 
composed of ull Houston lines; cost of 
such operation being borne by various 
railroads on basis of number of cars 
handled. As indicated on sceompany- 
ing diagram, our Clinton Docks, where 
Morgan. Line ships lead and discharge 
their freight, are served exelusively by 
our own rails. 

Houston is the largest city in Texas 
and is very important to us. A reeent 
check of gross freight receipts at 
various stations throughout our System 
puts Houston in third place; our rev- 
enue at Houston being only exceeded 
by that of Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. [Houston isan attractive city both 
from # business and residential stand- 
point. It is rapidly growing, and 


industries of all kinds are being. es- 
tablished here, including important 
branches of several Pacifie Coast firms. 
Building permits thus far this year 
amounted to $15,486,818. Estimated 
population is about 425,000. 

Houston, in addition to its port, 
lists 828 establishments classified as 
manufacturers, the more important 
products being cotton secd and vege- 
table oil products, petroleum, textiles, 
flour, lumber, cement, heavy fabri- 
cated steels, foundry products, drilling 
and filter clay, oil well tools and ma- 
chinery, chemicals, wood pulp, packing 
louse products, canned foods, steel 
barrels, cans, sheet metal products, 
wooden and fibre board boxes, twine, 
rope, bags, bagging, furniture, plastic 
tiles, insceticides, steel household uten- 
sils, fertilizers and rice. 


Ideal For Industries 

We are exceptionally well equipped 
to handle industries of any size in that 
we have plenty of very desirable prop- 
erty, general characteristics of which 
make them readily adaptable to 
industrial use. Vice-President J. T. 
Saunders, who was with us recently, 
made an inspection trip throughout our 
industrial area, and I feel sure he was 
favorably impressed with the activity 
he noticed. 

We have s well equipped Industrial 
Department at Houston, in charge of 
A. R. Mielly, industrial commissioner. 
Mr. Mielly is well qualified to meet 
any of our friends from the Coast who 
might be interested in locating in

As is probably well known, head- 
quarters of our lines in Texas and 
Louisiana are maintained at Houston 
where we also have our general shops 
and hospital. The shops are under the 
jurisdiction of J. A. Power, superin- 
tendent motive power and equipment. 
We are equipped to handle all kinds 
of mechanical work, including building 
locomotives and cars, Mr. Power hav- 
ing recently built three streamline 
locomotives for use on our new train 
“Sunbeam” now operating between 
Houston and Dallas. Our Hospital is 
in charge of Dr. Charles C. Green, 
whose efficient and kindly treatment 
makes it almost a pleasure to go to the 
hospital for an appendectomy. 


Interesting History 


The people of Houston, as well as 
Texas in general, are very proud of 
their historical background, and it is 
difficult to live in Téxas very long with- 
out being somewhat imbued with this 
spirit, 

I have endeavored to avoid saying 
very much in these articles about the 
past, as it has been my principal aim 
to acquaint our Pacifie Coast people 
with what is going on right now and 
what we may expect in the immediate 
future. However, there are . some 
‘things of an historical nature that should 
be mentioned. For.example, Southern 
Pacific really started at Harrisburg, 
Texas, a suburb of Houston, by .con-

“Houston was made a major seaport 
by ‘dredging Buffalo Bayou and San 


52 miles. Ship Channel has a depth 
of 84 fect and is well lighted and marked 
for safe day or night navigation. 

Our major investments at Galveston 
are first class rail terminals, Morgan 
Line docks and the million bushel ca- 
pacity concrete Sunset Elevator, 
equipped for both loading and dis- 
charging ships. ‘This elevator is leased 
to an outside company and operated 
as a public facility. It is now being 
used to capacity. Heavy grain crops 
this season have resulted in extensive 
exportations through Galveston. In 
recent years movement of grain has 
been in the opposite direction, that 
is, imported from foreign countries. 


Five Lines In Houston 


There are five railroads operating 
between Houston and Galveston-— 
our own, over which Burlington-Rock 
Island have trackage rights; Santa Fe 
with its own rails, and the Missouri- 
Kansas-Texas and Missouri Pacific, 
which operate over jointly owned line of 
the Galveston, Houston & Henderson 
Railroad. 

Texas City is reached by all of these 
lines over a branch line a short distance 
north of the Galveston Causeway. That 
line being owned jointly by the Santa 
Fe, Missouri-Kansas-Texas and Mis- 
souri Pacific. We have access to Texas 
City under a contractual arrangement, 
and a joint agent represents all lines 
at Texas City. 

At Texas City there are three im-

We recently had a very heavy move- 
ment of scrap iron. 

Wharf facilities at Galveston other 
than Morgan Line Docks are privately 
owned and operated by the Galveston 
Wharf Company, a private corporation 
with its own rail terminals and switch- 
ing facilities. We, of course, eonnect 
with this line and are in position to 
handle freight of any character to or 
from Galveston. 


Galveston On Island 


As may not be generally known, 
Galveston is an island, and in addition 
to its importance from a shipping 
standpoint, it is a resort city of promi- 
nence. Among other things, its shrimp 
and fish industry is constantly grow- 
ing, and the large Galveston shrimp 
is a delicacy chosen for its superiority 
throughout the country and is exported 
in volume to Japan via the Pacific 
Coast. I understand Galveston shrimp 
is now offered for sale at Fishermen's 
Wharf in San Franciseo as well as 
numerous other fish markets up and 
down the Coast. 

Approximately 90% of the Texas 
eotton crop (estimated this season at 
about 4,600,000 bales) is exported 
through ports. of Houston and Galves- 
ton. 

The ‘district with which this article 
deals has been revealed as extremely 
important from a tonnage producing 
standpoint. It is even more important 
because of the vast tonnage controlled 
in this area by the many enterprises 
whose operations extend far -beyond 
the immediate district. Consequently 
competition for freight tonnage is par~ 
ticularly keen. But we.are holding our 
“own -because of our superior facilities 


portant oil refineries, which with the 
six major refineries and various oil 
terminals located at Houston and be- 
low Houston on the Ship Channel make 
this district one of the most important 
petroleum handling centers in the 
world. 

Two of the largest banana com- 
panies operate at Galveston, one of 
them at our Morgan Line Docks, and 
the other one at docks of the Galveston 
Wharf Company. Sulphur from New 
Gulf is handled in shipload quantities at 
Galveston, and aside from these two 
items, the character of tonnage handled 
both at Houston and Galveston is iden-

And yet, if such an advertisement had 
been published preparatory to inaugura- 
tion of the new Daylights,” the present 
personnel would have easily qualified for 
the job. 

The above list represents three com- 
plete erews, other than trainmen and en- 
ginemen, engaged in rendering personal 
service to customers aboard the Coast 
streamliners. Selected from the Com- 
pany’s ranks (except maids and bar- 
tenders), they have met all requirements 
in a manner that has added another 
bright chapter to the story of friendly 
personal Southern Pacific service. 

The history of the luxurious “Day- 
lights” has been high-lighted by a suc- 
cession of record-breaking performances. 
In the first six months of operation the 
two trains have accommodated 144,430 
passengers, a daily average of 785 persons. 

No passenger list was ever more cos- 
mopotitan. Doctors, lawyers, merchants, 
clergymen, bankers, brokers, movie stars, 
army generals, and general army of av- 
erage citizens, attracted by the twofold 
offer of The Finest That Money Can Buy 
and The Utmost In Travel Economy, 
have found a mutual investment in Service 
Preferred. 

Such a record-size passenger list re- 
quires the attention of a record-size crew. 
From the moment a customer makes in- 
quiry about the train and purchases his 
ticket until his baggage is delivered at 
destination, no detail of personal service 
is overlooked. When getting aboard, he 
is met at each open vestibule by genial 
chair car and parlor car attendants, who 
direct him to his car and show him to his 
reserved seat. These attendants, whose 
primary duty is to keep cars immaculately 
elean and see that proper temperature is 
maintained, also see to it that... hand 
baggage is properly cared for, and ‘that 
the train is equipped with’stationery and 
other supplies. 
obligingly perform such acts-of service as

eler’s nine hour and forty-fve minute 
journey'a pleasant one. 

Two features which have proven tre- 
mendously popular are the services of a 
passenger agent and a maid. At the com- 
mencement of the run, the passenger agent 
accompanies the conduetors (two con- 
ductors collect tickets) through the entire 
train, placing himself at the disposal of 
passengers who seek information about 
their present or proposed trips, or who 
wish to wire ahead for Pullman reserva- 
tions or changes in reservations. 

Thoroughly familiar with timetables, 
equipment handled on all trains, service 
and scenic attractions on our Four Great 
Routes, and points of interest along the 
beautiful Coast line, the passenger agent 
is prepared to furnish helpful travel in- 
formation. Occasionally during conversa- 
tions with passengers he learns of others 
who are contemplating trips over South- 
ern Pacific lines, sceures their names and 
addresses, and arranges to have our pass- 
enger agent in their locality get in touch 
with them. 

The passenger agent is helpful in in- 
stances where passengers desire to change 
reserved seats. Because of 2 ‘constant 
heavy demand for space, customers mak- 
ing last minute reservations are some- 
times unable to obtain adjacent seats. 
Once in a while friends meet unexpectedly 
when boarding the train, and are anxious 


to ‘rearrange their reservations so that 


they may travel together. Situations like 
these require tactful handling, and it is 
the passenger agent’s problem ;to see that 
all concerned are ultimately satisfied with 
their seating arrangements. 

While making his inspeetion tours 
through the train, passenger agent must. 
be prepared to ans numerous ques- 
tions, and be a.good mer, There are 
the old folks from the Middle West, for 
example, interested in the agricultural 
sections of the country; the Texas oil 
magnate with his queries concerning the 
oi! wells whose derricks rise out of the 
occan at Summerland; tourists anxious 
to find out about hotel accommodations; 
“statisticians” inquiring about populations 
and elevations of towns along the way; 
lone travelers eager for a bit of friendly 
conversation. Each receives the same 
cheerful attention. 


The maid visits each car at frequent 
intervals, inspecting rest rooms, assisting 
women and children, caring for children 
when parents wish to go to the Diner, 
rendering aid in case of sickness or any 
other conditions requiring her help. 

As a companion to mothers and children 
her services are invaluable. Should little 
Nellie or Johnny become restless she 
amuses them by telling stories, drawing 
pictures, or providing some other mcans 
of diversion, such as rounding up all the

On each 
trip about 175 meals are served in the 
Diner, while the popular Coffee Shop 
handles approximately 300 servings. ‘This 
big job comes under the jurisdiction of the 
steward who, while seeing to it that the 
crew functions smoothly and efficiently, 
must give friendly personal attention to 
each customer. The successful steward 
possesses the combined qualities of astute 
business man and good will ambassador. 

Satisfying service depends upon perfect 
teamwork---teamwork which includes the 
services of passenger agent and car atten- 
dants, who arrange to notify passengers 
when there is a vacancy in the Diner or 
Coffee Shops. 

Tavern Car attendants, like the rest 
of the personnel, pursue their duties with 
a pleasantness that is noticeable even in 
an atmosphere where friendliness and 
congeniality are paramount. 

Attraeting much attention, and often 
the subject of conversation among pas- 
sengers, is the spirit of friendliness and 
cooperation that exists among the crew. 
Working together daily and coming in con- 
tact with the same regular engine and 
train crews, they have systematized their 
work to the greatest extent, That they are 
doing a splendid job is firmly attested to by 
thousands of customers whose letters, 
pouring in from all parts of the world, have 
nothing but highest .praise for their 
efficiency. 

Also noticeable is the feeling of loyalty 
and pride with which the crew performs its 
duties. They seem always anxious to 
make the customer {cel at home, eager to 
hear him say what, in their hearts, they 
know to be a fact: “there never was any- 
thing quite as good.” As one passenger 
was overheard to remark: “When I told 
one of the porters that this train was the 
most beautiful I had ever seen, he ex-
